Ibo Af3 Snccissfol Become Heroes 


of i hs Hour, 


Before a Chinaman can hope to rise to 


any social eminence h* malt at lenat try 
(or tbe diploma issued by tha Imperial 
Commissioners o! th* province to which 
ha belongs. If ha would attain literary 
distinction be must pate the eumina- 
tion and obtain bis degree. Every prov- 
ince has a recognized center, at which 
the great exaial nation U held. 


The "Harvard" of China is Wuchang, 


which is tbe capital and scholastic can- 
ter of the flourishing province of Hu- 
nan and tlupeb. 


Woc'iang i« right opposite the import- 


ant city of Hankow, from wbici it is 
separated by tha river Yangtze K:ang. 
These two cities are 
of the urea eat 


strategic and commercial importance to 
China. The great examination in hold 
every third yuar, ati-1 from 12,005 to 
15,009 candidates flock to Wuc-iaug. 


Preparations are commenced months 


before the arjpointed dme, eaya the New 
York World, and the relatives of the 
candidate, friends, visitors, servants 
and tradesmen swell tha total of Hie 
regular population by perhaps 50,000 
Bouls. 
Before the regular examuiatiou 


is held there is a preliminary test, which 
results in tba 
weeding out of a great 


many would-be competitors. 


They are carefully examined as to 


their ancestry and have to trace tnck 
their descant for at least three genera- 
tions. They muii be recorded freu of 
yamen service and must never hove 
beeu engaged in any ol the occupations 
which the Chinese csnsider di grading, 
notably the barber trade. 
If all Uioie 


details' are salifcfaclory the candidates 
are eligible to enter the curtain, as it is 
called, and compete for tho provincial 
decree. 


Etch ii then presented with 300 ca?h 


(ibout 25 cantr) with whicn to buy food 
inside the examination hail. 
Tne great 


building HI nniuh >a ueld the examina- 
tion 13 well stocked with provisions and 
water, sufficient to feeJ the vait army of 


'-iminer;), waiters and candidate' dur- 


ing the period of examination. 
Kvory- 


thiug and everybody needful are uath- 
ered together wuhin the wall'—Joetor$, 
cooki, printers, tailors, food drink and 
even coffins. 


SOME OF THEM DIE 


The examination lasts eight daya, and 


until it is endeJ the doors rannot be 
openo 1. Should nny of the 
candidate* 


die, as some noirly always iiu, ui<> b d- 
ies are, place.! in cofhns and passed out 
over the wails. 
Tue great gate-i can- 


not ba opened, whatever happen*. 


The ceremony prior to the admission 


of the candidates into tba ball is an im- 
posing one. The Governor of the nro'.- 
incas, the two preficu and ths twelve 
district rnaviitrate'i, in the full gp.en'.ior 
of their official robas, lead the procei- 
sion of candidates into the vast ex im- 
ioation ball, and thon, after a groat 
deal of formality, the gate] are closed 
and the competitors take their plccas. 


Each candidate is given a nunabsr, 


and he l«ko) possession of (he little 
stall whicu bears the csrrespoudmg 
number. These stalls are in rowj of 
twenty or thirty, witli a long desk run- 
ning Irom one end of tixe row to ti>e 
other. 
The appearance of the flior 


makes it look like a cattlo ma kel. 


The candidates are locked in, the 


themes are given out and the uxaraina- 
tion begins. 
Tho examiners walk UD 


and down in front oi the utnllo all tbe 
time to deteot any undurltaod motholg 
among tbe students and to prevent 
them communicating with one anottier. 
They also examine tha c.othicu fur 
written matter. 
There isasuiAll armv 


of writers at work copying ttio iia^avs o! 
candidates, eo tbat the examiner does 
not know whose manuscript h« has in 
front of him. 


D scipline is exceedingly strict, mu- 


tial law prcvxi t tn the bui ding, and a 
misdemeanor is punished by cloath. 


The candidate is frequently disquih- 


fio 1 for such reasons ai eendmg hi a 
torn or blotted essay, writing hid name 
in tiie wrong placs, etc. 


The examinnt.on is divided into tbras 


periods of tbirty-sia- hours eacli, with 
one day's interval between each for 
rest. 
The subjects consist of throe 


assays on books assigned by the com- 
missioners, five essays on the classics, 
and five eiiays on miscellaneous sub- 
jects, 


Thg candidate never leaves his stall 


until at th>' expiration of tbe eight days 
the papers are gathered up, the great 
gates thrown open and the fxaminatio'i 
ended. The results are known.in about 
three weeki, and in the interval specu- 
lation ii rife among the public. 


The proportion who pass tha exam- 


ination is small. The magnificent total 
of 12,000 caadiciate ilwmd'es down to 
sixty or seventy cuucessiul one*. It is a 
very navere examination, and the iortu- 
nato winners of the degree, which is tbe 
Chinese B. A., are loolnJ upon as the 
heroes of the hour. Age is not a bar to 
competition, and manv of the candi- 
dates are 60 or more. 
After the results 


are known tne multitude of friends, 
reU'.ivss, etc., departs, and Wuchang 
returns to its former quiet condition.

The spindle is driven by external gear, 


aa internal gear would catch the ma- 
terial and the works would be clogjed. 
The cylinder has a till of nino inches in 
its length. There M a worm through 
the inner aurfacs of the cylinder, for tha 
purpose of assisting the materials in 
traveling through it. 


Most of tha material entering tho 


cylinders from the refuse carts passes 
out at tha further end ia from two to 
three and one-half minutei. The ma- 
terial which does not pass cut ia ra- 
mo»»d and sorted by hand as it arrives 
•t the farther eoil. It consists chiefly 
of cardboard boxes, tin can«, bottles, 
fuel, clothes and rags. These are placed 
in separate buKets,.,.~the vegetable and 
animal rafuaa being' 'taken to a mill to 
be ground up.
